An  Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  Khaddar  or  Khadi. 

Preamble.-  Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  regulate  the  sale 
of  Khaddar  or  Khadi; 

It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  : 

1 m This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Madhya  Pradesh  Short  title,  extent  and 
Sale  of  Khaddar  Act,  1953.  commencement. 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  Madhya  Pradesh. 

r (3)  It  shall  be  in  force  in  Mahakoshal  region _• .and 
shall  come  into  force  in  all  other  regions  of  the  State  on 
such  date  3 as  the  State  Government  may,  by  notification 
in  the  official  Gazette,  appoint.]4

Conduct  of  business.  0)  The  licensing  authority  may,  with  the  previous 

approval  of  the  State  Government,  make  regulations  for  the 
conduct  of  its  own  business. 


Act  of  licensing  authority 
not  to  be  questioned  due 
to  vacancy,  defect  or 
irregularity. 


(j2)  Such  regulations  shall  be  published  in  the  Gazette. 

7 Any  act  done  by  the  licensing  authority  shall  not  be 
questidned  on  account  of  any  vacancy  in  the  authority  or  any 
defect  or  irregularity  in  the  appointment  of  the  Chairman 
or  any  member  of  the  authority.

11.  Any  dealer,  who  contravenes  the  provisions  of  section  Penalty- 
8 or  section  10  or  commits  a breach  of  any  of  the  conditions  of 
a licence  granted  under  this  Act,  shall  be  punishable  with  impri- 
sonment which  may  extend  to  six  months,  or  with  fine  which 
may  extend  to  one  thousand  rupees,  or  with  both, 


12.  If  the  person  committing  an  offence  under  this  Act 
is  a company  oi  other  body  corporate,  every  director,  manager 
secretary  or  other  officer  or  agent  thereof  shall,  unless  he  proves 
that  the  offence  took  place  without  his  knowledge  or  that  he 
exercised  all  due  diligence  to  prevent  the  commission  of  such 
offence,  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  such  offence. 


Offences  by  corporations. 


13.  No  court  shall  take  congnizance  of  any  offence  puni-  Cognizance  of  offences, 
shable  under  this  Act  except  upon  a complaint,  in  writing, - 

made  in  the  prescribed  manner  by  the  licensing  authority. 

14.  (1)  The  State  Government  may  make  rules  to  carry  RUies 
©ut  all  or  any  the  purpose  of  this  Act. 

(2)  In  particular,  and  without  prejudice  to  the  gene- 
rality of  the  foregoing  power,  the  State  Government  may  make 
rules  to  provide  for — 

(a)  the  form  in  which  an  application  for  a licence  under 
this  Act  may  be  made; 

(b)  the  form  in  which,  and  the  conditions  subject  to 
which,  a licence  may  be  granted  under  this  Act; 

(c)  the  fees  to  be  levied  for  the  grant  of  licences; 

(d)  the  procedure  to  be  followed  by  the  licensing 
authority  in  considering  the  applications  for  licences, 
and  the  issue  of  licences. 

(e)  the  manner  in  which  a complaint  shall  be  made 
of  any  offence  punishable  under  this  Act. 

(3)  The  rules  under  sub-sections  (1)  and  (2)  shall  be  made 
after  consultation  with  the  licensing  authority.
